BROTHER OF EDWARDS 
HEADED WINNING BOLT 


Brannen Forces Put Bdwards in 
Nomination as a Final Resort .in 
Order To Keep the Prize from 
Going to a Sheppard 
Man.

Savannah, Ga., October 11.—At 11:45 
o'clock tonight the deadlock of the first 
district convention was broken when 
Charlies G. Edwards. of Savannah, re- 
ceived 21 votes and Floyd Scales, of 
Waynesboro, received {5. Tais was on 
the eight hundred and first ballot, after 
forty-two days of deliberation. 

Brother Bolted To Edwards. 


The nomination came at a time when 
it seemed impossible for the convention 
to reach a conclusion, and his nomination 
was due to the presence of his brother, 
Robert Edwards, on the Tatnall county 
delegation, who bolted when the name 
of his brother was placed in’ nomina- 
tion. . 

It was freely predicted during the af- 
ternoon, especially after there nad been 
& split in a county delegation on each 
side, that there would be a nomination, 
and many knew that as a final resort 
the Brannen forces would place Mr. Ed- 
wards in nomination. 

Mr. Edwards js 29 years old and an at- 
torney. 

Charlton’s Name Presented. 

This morning, when the convention re- 
convened, E. K. Overstreet, for the Bran- 
nen delegation, announced that, after a 
conference, it had been decided not to 
vote for Mr. Chariton, who had been sc- 
lected by the Saeppard men. He put his 
objections, in his opening remarks, large- 
ly upon tne ground that the Brannen 
conferees -had not been treated with the 
proper courtesy by the Sheppar@ delega- 
tion in selecting Mr. Chariton as the 
man to break the deadlock. The Shep- 
pard delegates.came back.with a coun- 
ter proposition, in° the ‘nature of the 
nomination of Judge R. J. Williams, of 
Emanuel county. 

Heateitl Verbal Passages. 

The Sheppard delegation ‘continued to 
vote for Mr. Chariton and several fruit- 
less ‘ballots of the Charlton-Williams 
tenor were taken. 

The meeting was marked by some neat- 
ed verbal passages between the two dele- 
gations. 

This afternoon there was another ses- 
sion, but nothing was accomplished. The 
fight between Charlton and Williams was 
still on. The convention had resolved 
itself into a battle ground between the 
two rival political factions of Savannah, 
the People’ Democratic League and the 
Citizens’ Club. The Sheppard delegates 
declared they would never support a Cit- 
izens’ Club man, waile the Brennen del- 
egates declared they would never support 
a People’s League man.

Frost Was General, and Cotton Is 
Reported Injured All Over the 
South — Frost Warning 
Was Sent Out Yes- 
terday. 


Atlanta and North Georgia experienced 
a heavy frost, with freezing tempera- 
ture. Wednesdey night, and much dam- 
age to the cotton crop resulted. 

It is estimated by President Haryte 
Jordan of the Southern Cotton Assovia- | 
t'on, that between forty and fifty thou- | 
sand bales of cotton were killed in this 
state alone by the early frost and freeze; 
Inman. Akers & Inman give an estimate 
of 40.000 killed ‘bales; and Harrison 
Riake & Company did not attempt to 
estimate damage. 

Not alone did Georgia suffer, for South 
ana North Carolina, Mississippi, Als- 
bama. Tennessee, Arkaneas ang most of 
the states east of the Mississippi were 
visited by the cold wave. It is estimated 
that damage done to the cotton in these 
siates was as great as that in Georgia 
and it is believed that an approximte 
lose of 500,000 bales occurred Wednes- 
day night. 

The weather bureau sent frost warn- 
irgs throughout the state Thureday 
morning and the farmers will be pre- 
reared to shield what plants they can 
from the cold, although there is no way 
pcesible to prevent growing cotton from 
being killed. 

The lowest temperature, 3! degrees, 
ever recorded in Atlanta at this time of 
the year was registered by the weather , 
bureau yesterday morning, October 31 | 
on eyear, the temperature dropped to 30 
degrees but that was the lowest ever 
recorded here in October. 

Killing frest occurred within the state 
at the following places Wednesday night: 
Atlanta, Newnan, Rome, Monticello, 
Camak, Greensboro and Washington. 

Coldest Day of Fall. 

Norfolk. Va., October .!!.—Today is the 
coldest ‘day of the fall in this section 
of Virginia. The thermometer dropped 
to 4 degrees above freezing point at 5 
a m., and at 8 a. m. it was only 2 
degrees warmer.

As he was 
climbing over a fence the fatal shot took 
effect in his back. 

The killing created a sensation at the 
time. Both men were prominent in the 
county, and were representatives of its 
best class of citizens. There was an air 
of mystery about the killing at the time, 
and though Whitley lived several days, 
he never cleared it up. Lewis fled from 
the cdunty and state, and was recently 
caught in Texas. There was an eye 
witness to the killing, but Lewis’. line of 
defense has been justification. He intro- 
duced testimony to show that Whitley 
had improperly treated a member of his 
family, and opened up a new and sensa- 
tional lot of evidence of a very ugly 
character and bearing on both families. 
It had been the plan of the state's at- 
torney to prove the motive for the killing

OBE CARMICHAEL ALIVE 
AND IS WELL AND HEARTY 


ACKSON, GA.,. October 1!1.—(Spe- 
cflal.)\—The foOllowing telegram was 
received today by joe Leach, from 
the man whose dead body was supposed 
to have been shipped from Stockton, 
Cal., to his old home in Jackson: 


‘‘Message, received. Well and hearty. 
Will write today. 

“OBE CARMICHAEL.” 

The receipt of this telegram had the 
effect of lifting -magically the heavy 
gloom and uncertainty that has hung 
over the relatives and friends of Obe 
Carmichael since the report of his death 
in Stockton, Cal., was received here. 

A body, supposed to have been that of 
Carmichael, was embalmed, upon tele- 
graphic orders from his father, and 
shipped home for burial. When the 
casket was received and opened there 
was grave uncertainty as to whether the 
remains were those of the man whose 
death was being lamented, 

There was much division of sentiment, 
and even the family of the dead man 
were not entirely convinced of the 
identity of the cadaver. Marks of identi- 
fication known to be on his body were 
missing from those of the corpse. 


Joe Leach, a *rother in law of Car- 
michael, decided to wire to Mil) Valley, 
where he was last heard from, mention- 
ing the report of his death and asking 
if all were well. 

While the family waited in sorrow, 
seeking what consolation they could in 
this apparently forlorn hope, friends 
were at work to prove that the dead 
man was not the Obe Carmichael they 
knew. Dr. R. A. Franklin, the dentist, 
after an examination of the man's mouth. 
declared it was not the man for whom 
he had done some work three years 
previous. 

When all hore seemed gone and the 
town was settling down to the belief that 
Obe Carmichae] was really dead, even 
if the remains which had been identified 
in Stockton by J. W. Lummus, of Jack- 
son, were not really his, a reply to the 
telegram sent thirty hours before was 
received.

Judge W. 8S. Humphreys, of Moultrie, 
one of the leading jurists in this section, 
died today at the Halcyon sanitarium, 
in this city. Judge Humphreys was 
brought to the sanitarium about nine 
weeks ago to undergo an operation which 
was regarded as the only possible chance 
to save his life.

The New Pure Food Law. 

The representatives of the great 
packing houses who are located in 
Atlanta, and all butchers and meat 
cealers of the city, have received no- 
tice from the secretary of agriculture 
concerning the methods that must be 
used in labeling meat that is offered 
for sale. The rules are made to pre- 
vent deception, which has been com- 
mon in putting false labels on meat 
and other edible products. 

The new rules of the federal depart- 
ment of agriculture provide that there 
must be no picture on the label 
which indicates the quality or origin 
of the contents. Any statement, de- 
sign or device telling of the virtues 
or alleged virtues of the product are 
prohibited. In many cases, it is 
claimed, it has been customary for 
packers to place the picture of a 
chicken on labels that were put on 
cans,of pork or veal. The picture of 
a leaf or leaves on a pail of lard, or 
the inscription, “leaf lard,’ is con- 
sidered to be deceptive and is pro- 
hibited. 

The use of the terms 
“fancy,” “selected,” “special,’’ comes 
under the limitations, as does the 
use of the name “New England ham” 
or “Virginia ham,” or any other name 
that might indicate the place from 
which the ham came. It is also un- 
lawful to use the.term “Frankfurter” 
sausage on sausage that is made in 
American cities. However, it will be 
possible to use the term “Frankfurter 
Style” sausage, or to use the word 
“brand” before sausage of this dis- 
tinguishing name. This will give the 
customer a chance to see that it is 
an imitation. The salesman will then 
have a chance to explain that the 
product is “just as good” as the orig- 
inal. 

In potted, deviled, minced and oth- 
erwise prepared ham, or alleged ham, 
the name is considered deceptive un- 
less the article is made of ham en- 
tirely. Instead of being called ham, 
it must be called potted pork or pork 
meats. In sausage packages the 
name of the kind of sausage must 
appear. If it is pork and beef sau- 
sage, the fact must be given on the 
label. A complete list of yghe differ- 
ent kinds of meat is given together 
with the rules that govern their 
packing. 

These new rules of the agricultural 
department, sent to meat dealers in 
every city and town in the country 
for their guidance in complying with 
the provisions of the new pure food 
law, indicate that extreme _ vigilance 
is to be employed in the federal in- 
spection of food products hereafter, 
and state and municipal health and 
pure food authorities are expected: to 
cooperate with the federa] authority 
in seeing that the consumer is given 
@ square deal when he buys some- 
thing to eat, whether it be meat, gro- 
ceries or produce of any sort. "The 
law also covers drugs, beverages, and 
practically everything taken into the 
human stomach. 

This is a most commendable -and 
necessary law, and the people should 
help to see that it is enforced to the 
letter. ,

$200,000 more than,Atlanta,. Denver, 
Col., and New Orleans, La., both show 
a greater proportion of tax income to to- 
tal assessment than in any of .these 
cities, If it is urged that a low tax rate 
is what makes Atlanta grow so rapidly, 
the answer is ready—all the cities named 
are growing In leaps and bounds. Some 
of them are jeaving Atlanta behind. If 
it be thought that the assessment for 
these cities is made on a lower basis of 
actual value than Atlanta, the official 
figures show that the Atlanta basis is 
lower than any of them.

With recent disturbances in this city, 
that they clearly demonstrate to me the 
need of the wider use and application of 
this spiritual power for which, in hu- 
man life and in the economy of grace, 
there can be no substitute. We are all 
greatly in danger of seeing matters super- 
ficilally; we need more perspective. fa- 
miliar as | am with existing conditions 
and causes leading up to them, I am of | 
opinion that, absent, I was in a better po- 
sition to consider your troubles dispas- 
sionately than had been here. The se- 
cret is deeper than any prejudice or even 
than any crime. We are suffering from 
the lack of application of the power for 
righteousness that lies in our hands un- 
used, either because we are too busy to 
think, or too much engaged in money get- 
ting to attend to more serious affairs, or 
too much involved in our selfish pur- 
suits to remember that God is overhead 
and in the world all tne time, and that if, 
we lose sight of His aid and the power 
with which He works in us, and with us, 
we do so at our peril. Forgetfulness of 
Him, of His laws, His precepts and of our 
obligations to Him, may seem for a time 
to matter but little, but the evil of such 
forgetfulness never fails to appear. This 
is quite as truly a law of God's spiritual 
kingdom as gravitation, as water seeking 
its own level, or the rising of the sap 
are laws of His kingdom in nature, and 
fraught with more disastrous conse- 
quences in proportion as they affect the 
deeper needs and highest ideals of man- 
kind. 

“The thought cannot be too often* re- 
peated or too firmly grasped that God 
works by men for promoting human 
good. I am dealing, it is true, with the 
subject of mysterious power, but it is not 
an occult power. It is a power which is 


by hundreds of men and women. It is 
the power which is the confrolling in- 
fluence for good in the life of man here 
upon earth; the saving power, the power 
of an endless life; it is the power which 
manifests itself throughout the ages and 
in almost infinite variety of forms, in 
hospitais, in eleemosynary institutions, in 
education, in -politics, in government, in 
business, in the most ordinary affairs of 
men.- 

“That many do not recognize the ex- 
istence of this force is no argument what- 
ever against its assistance, its practical 
necessity and its world-wide results. 
“The secret of our present difficulty is 
that we have neglected the exercise of the 
power that is working in us; are living in 
daily disregard | of the laws and prin- 
ciples of the divine government. We are 
not only doing this, but we are not 
even using the means at command in well

“We stand greatly im need of this 
power—the power of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, applied to communal confitions to 
correct our lawlessness which lies at 
the bottom of present troubles.

If you heard what others say and 
think you would not be quite so self- 
satisfied. If you review some of the 
facts candidly you will, I think. con- 
clude that the difficuliy is chiefly of our 
own making arid the remedy Mes largely 
if not wholly in our own hands.

Dono- 
hue sent a weak fly to Evers, and the 
agony was over. 

On their part the Nationals started out 
like winners. In the first Hoffman sent 
in a clean single to center. Sheckard 
struck out, and then Hoffman killed all 
chances to score by trying to steal sec- 
ond. where he was thrown out. The 
next moment Schulte doubled to left, but 
it did no good, for Chance went out, 
Isbell to Donohue. Thereafter, till the 
ninth, the Nationals never gave @ hint 
of designs on the home plate. Walsh 
held them completely at his mercy. 

In the ninth Gegsler went to bat for 
Pfiester, and reached first because 18- 
belli fumbled his grounder for a moment. 
A hit meant a mm; but Schulte became 
a victim of Walsh’s. curves, and the 
third game of the world's championship 
series was over. 

It took a large force of policemen to 
protect Walsh ana Rohe from their 
frenzied admirers, who thronged the 
field, but they finally reached their car 
riages without being hoisted on any- 
body's shoulders:

Known Citigens of Atlanta Dur- 
ing His Residence Here a

Captain Edmund Leighton Tyler, for- 
mer president of the Atlanta and West 
Point road and a long-time resident of 
Atlanta, died shortly after noon yester- 
day in Anniston, Ala., where he has 


made his home. 

Announcement of his death will bring 
sorrow to his many Atlanta friends. He 
died suddenly in Anniston yesterday 
morning at |! o’colck, from the effects of 
a stroke of apoplexy, with him at. his 
death being his devoted wife and his two 
young da ters, Misses Lucy ang Nellie 
Tyler. 

Captain Tyler was a man we.l krjown 
and popular in the social world b0th 
north and south, being a member of 
the Union League Club of New York, of 
the Metropolitan Club of Washington, of 
the Boston and Pickwick Clubs of New 
Orleans and of the Capital City and 
Piedmont Driving Clubs of Atlanta. He 
was president of the Atlanta and West 
Point road for a number of years, during 
which time he was one of Atlanta’s 
most public-spirited citizens. Hie was a 
member of the board of directors of the 
Cotton States and International exposi- 
tion, Mrs. Tyler being a member of the 
woman's board, and during that gay sea- 
son their home was the scene of many 
brillant entertainments. 

Captain Tyler was a native of Con- 
necticut. and was on the staff of his 
father, the distinguished General Tyler, 
during the civil war. is family is one 
of the oldest and most aristocratic of 
New England, and members of the fam- 
ily are distinguished in war, politics and 
finance, as well as in social life. He was 
the uncle of Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt. 
her mother having beén a Miss Tyler, 
his sister, and with his family 
uently been entertained by the Roose- 
velt family tefore and since their resi- 
dence in the white house. 

Fourteen years ago Captain Tyler mar- 
ried Miss Belle Webb, of Richmond, 
Va., who frequently: visited Georgia as 
the guest of her uncle, Genera] E. P. 
Alexander, of Savannah. They resided 
in Atlanta, where in thier home, especial- 
ly during the exposition, they united in 
sOcia] good cheer the best element of 
New England life with that most repre- 
sentative of the south. Their enter- 
tainments were brilliant, and included 
always people of social distinction and 
merit. 

Besides his wife and two children, 
Captain Tyler is survived by two broth- 
ers, Colonel Augustus Tyler, of Wash- 
ington, D. C. and Mr. Alfred Tyler, of 
Anniston, and one sister, Mrs. Moore, of 
Washington. 

The funera! will take place in Anniston 
some time Saturday or Sunday, the ar.

The conference lasted about two hours, 


course of studies, which, after 
being selected, will be submitted to the 
trustees. of the State Agricultural col- 
lege, a¢ Athens, - for approval, the said 
trustees being ‘charged by the. provisions 
of the act with the general supervision 
of the agricultural schools. 

To a Constitution representative Judge 
Perry said: 

“We have been in conference with the 
governor this morning in regard to the 
curriculum to be prescribed for the con- 
gressiona] district agricultural schools,but 
nothing definite has yet been determined 
upon. It is’ probable that we will consult 
wit, the board of trustees of these gchoois 
in the several congressional districts be- 
fore making a final decision, and I think 
it probable that the extent of the curri- 
culu.n will be left largely to the local 
howrd of trustees of each of the schools. 

“My idea is that the course should be 
practical; that the students should be 
given the benefit of all recent and prac- 
tical discoveries in agriculture rather 
than the pursuit of scientific theory. The 
schools should be for the teaching of 
applied science rather than the study of 
science from text-books, and the course 
prescribed should be elastic enough to 
permit of differences in the courses 
taught a¢ different schools, thus putting 
them in competition with each other. 

‘Professor Crosby, who wag a teacher 
in an agricultural college in Michigan, has 
mapped out a course which ,meets my 
views if there be not attached to i too 
much theoretical training. The agricul- 
tural schools in Alabama failed of their 
purpose because nothing but the theory 
of agriculture wag taught in them; they 
do not teach practical agriculture, but 
follow in the old rut of teaching from 


text-books.”
